VICTORY 
IS IMPORTANT 


Verdun Battle Still 


With Violence — Fren 
Artillery Fire Checked 
German Effort to Attack 
Thiamont Northeast of 
Citadel—Russian Advance 
at Brody Still Successful 


The desperate efforts by the Ger- 


mans to retain a foothold in Delville 
wood, on the 
Somme 
front, 
have 


failed, according to the London war 
office, which today announced 
the 


entire wood is in British possession. 


The importance which the Ger- 


mans attached to this position is in- 
dicated by the British statement that 
it was defended by the famous Bran- 
denburgers, who were driven out in 
the final onset 
by General Haig's 
forces. 


Delville wood, immediate adjoins 


Longueval, a portion of which 
was 


shown by last night's official state- 
ment from London to be still in Ger- 
man possession. 
The success of the 


British announced today is expected 
greatly to facilitate their efiorts to 
clinch their hold of Longueval 
and 


advance along the road to Bapaume. 
This highway runs through the til- 
lage. 


The fighting for Delville wood is 


said by observers to have been vir- 
tually the fiercest of the war. The 
violence of the British bombardment 
is attested by an estimate that on 
the 1,000 yard front during one per- 
iod, three shells a minute fell on ev- 
ery yard. 


The battle at Verdun is still raging 


with violence. Paris reports a Ger- 
man effort to attack at Thiaumont 
work northeast of the citidel which 
was checked in its preparatory per- 
iod by the French artillery fire. 


The clearing of German trenches 


at Auberive in the Champagne by a 
Russian reconnoitering party is also 
announced In the Paris statement. 


The Russians returned with some 


prisoners. 


The -.Russian advance directed at 


Brody, in northwestern Galicia, is 
continuing successfully

The Russians are ham- 


mering at the Austrian lines in tho 
Slonevka region from which river
